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Said the Contract - Manager:- 


‘*How about a series of advertisements urging buyers 
always to specify 2-Point?’’ 


And the answer was, ‘‘Nothing doing, Brother. Not 
that we don’t want to sell 2-Point, and not that we 
don’t want buyers to specify it. But not ‘always.’ ’’ 


Heat insulating materials should be chosen for the 
service to be performed. 


In one case, a large-celled material should be used 
The temperature is low, and it will save nearly as 
much heat as a finer type, with less cost. In another 
case, where the temperature is higher, one of the 
more efficient types is necessary. But, because of ab- 
sence of vibration, contraction and expansion and 
blows, a brittle one will serve. 


In a third, the material must be capable of withstand- 
ing high temperatures. It must endure shock, vibra- 
tion, abuse. It must be efficient. 


This is the particular field 2-Point was built to cover.

Little Stories of Success 
Il. PROGRESSIVENESS 

In New England, when one thinks of heat and cold in- 
sulation, and particularly of 85% magnesia covering, the 
name of the Nightingale & Childs Company instantly flash- 
es into one’s mind. 

This is especially true in the architectural and engin- 
eering professions, for they have been accustomed for al- 
most fifty years to turn to the Nightingale & Childs Com- 
pany when insulation was required, or information needed 
concerning it. 

Just fifty years ago, in 1874, Samuel C. Nightingale 
started a small business under his own name, dealing in 
railroad and contractors supplies. Two years later, Frank 
C. Childs became associated with Mr. Nightingale, and sub- 
sequently a partnership was formed, this partnership being 
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known as 8. C. Nightingale & Childs. Mill supplies and 
specialties were added to their line about this time, and in 
1880 they introduced to the New England manufacturers, 
William Berkfield’s Fossil Meal for use as pipe and boiler 
covering. This fossil meal was applied in plastic form and 
was probably the first heat insulation material known and 
used in New England. 

Always looking out for more efficient materials with 
which to serve their trade, and for new materials to add 
to their line, in 1886 the company learned of 85% magnesia 
covering, (which had been put on the market but a short 
time before,) and at once acquired the New England agency 
from the Magnesia Covering Company (afterwards the 
Keasbey & Mattison Company), thus becoming pioneers in 
the magnesia covering business in the New England states. 
Later, in 1910, they became the exclusive New England 
agents for the Ehret Magnesia Mfg. Company, whose ma- 
terial they still handle. 

In introducing 85% magnesia covering in the old 
days, one of the first big contracts landed by 8. C. Night- 
ingale & Childs was with the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company for covering used in their various powerhouses 
in Boston. Since then, Nightingale & Childs have per- 
formed work in very nearly all the power houses connected 
with public utilities as well as in the major part of the 
industrial plants in New England. 

In 1902 the firm was incorporated and became the 
Nightingale & Childs Company, with Samuel C. Nightin- 
gale as president, Frank C. Childs, treasurer; Herbert N. 
Dawes, vice president ; Harold H. Shumway. secretary, and 
Arthur N. Hooper, assistant treasurer. 


As the covering developed, the Nightingale & Childs 
Company gradually dropped their railroad and mill supply 
business, but in 1904 started to handle steam specialties, 
and their line now covers high temperature insulations and 
refractories, asbestos shingles and lumber, insulated indus- 
trial ovens, dryers, etc., and various steam specialties. Heat 
and cold insulating materials, however, form the major 
part of the business. 

Mr. Nightingale died in 1904, and upon his death Mr. 
Childs took on the duties of president, retaining the office 
of treasurer also. In 1917, however, Mr. Herbert N. Dawes, 
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a keen, wide-awake New Englander, who had been with the 
company for some little time before its incorporation, was 
elected treasurer, and later, in 1919, upon the death of 
Mr. Childs, became president and treasurer. 

For the past fifteen years Mr. Dawes has been the 
moving spirit of the Nightingale & Childs Company, and 
his success is best measured by the success of his company 
and its progressive spirit. 

A study of Mr. Dawes’ photograph, which appears on 
this page, will quickly convince the reader that he is a man 
who weighs things carefully before making a decision, but 
when once the decision is made, goes ahead fearlessly. 

In describing the success of business firms, the words 
‘*spectacular,’’ ‘‘phenomenal,’’ ‘‘extraordinary’’ are often 
used, but the suecess of the Nightingale & Childs Company 
ean, to our mind, best be described by using the one word 
‘‘reliable.’? The company has built its reputation on qual- 
ity of workmanship and material, and that reputation is 
enviable.

Asbestos corrugated roofing and siding material is per- 
manent, not affected by climatic conditions, thus possess- 
ing great advantages for elevators, steel works, machine 
shops, foundries, gas works, warehouses, pier sheds and 
other similar structures. 

It is supplied in the form of sheets measuring 2714 
inches wide and 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10 feet long. In 
each sheet there are eleven complete corrugations of 2144 
inch pitch and 1 inch depth from top to bottom. The 
material varies from 3-16 to 5-16 inch thick, and weighs 
from 2.8 to 3 pounds per square foot. 

This weight is about the same as that of No. 14 to 15 
gauge corrugated iron, and it is supported on iron or 
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Method of Fastening Asbestos Corrugated Roofing 


wooden purlins, in much the same manner as corrugated 
iron. For roofing, the purlins should be spaced not more 
than 30 to 34 inches apart, for which reason the 6 and 9 
foot lengths work out most conveniently. The slope of the 
roof should be at least one quarter pitch; that is, 6 inches

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rise in each foot, and the sheets should be lapped two cor- 
rugations at sides of sheets and 6 inches at the ends. 
Fastenings. 

The preferred manner of securing the material to the 
purlins is by means of aluminum tie wires provided with 
heads like wire nails and lead washers. Holes are drilled 
thru the corrugated material just above and just below the 
edges of the purlins and in the ridge, not the valley of the 
corrugation. A separate aluminum tie wire is passed thru 
each of these holes, the heads and lead washers being first 
well buttered with cement. The inner ends are then twisted 
lightly together under the purlin. For application to 
wooden structures ordinary galvanized iron wire nails 
with cup shaped lead washers can be driven directly thru 
the material into the wooden supporting members of the 
roof. The sheets of each succeeding course are staggered 
from the sheets in the course below by the width of the 
side overlap, that is two corrugations, thus avoiding any 
opening or vacant space in the end overlap.

Expansion Joints. 

As with all solid sheet coverings, expansion joints must 
be provided in long runs, approximately every 50 to 100 
feet, which is easily done by making units of the various 
portions of the roof. These units are then connected with 
sheet lead rubbed into the corrugations and over the 1-inch 
gap between the units. 
Application of Siding. 


The horizontal supporting members or stringers for 
siding should be spaced not over 40 inches apart, and the 
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material lapped one corrugation at the sides and 4 inches 
at the ends. For fastening the siding, galvanized iron elips 
are employed. These clips are secured to the corrugated 
material by means of stove bolts provided with lead wash- 


ers, the holes, as in 
the case of roofing, 
being drilled thru 
the ridges of the 
corrugations. 
Ridges and Corners. 

Asbestos adjust- 
able pitch, winged 
ridge roll is em- 
ployed for the pro- 
tection of peaks 
and ridges. It con- 
sists of a half cyl- 
indrical part and 
a wing. The wing 
is 6 inches in 
width, giving am- 
ple overlap over 
the ends of, the 
roofing sheets. The 
half eylindrical 
parts, 2% inch 
radius, fit one over 
the other, so that 
the rolls can be ap- 
plied to any peak, 
angle or pitch of 
roof.

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Flashings, Windows, Etc. 

Where the corrugated roofing sheets abut against walls 
or where asbestos siding is worked around window or door 
openings, weather tight and sightly constructions are em- 
ployed. Asbestos corrugated sheathing has a marked ad- 
vantage over corrugated iron in this respect, as it can be 
readily cut with an ordinary carpenter’s hand saw to fit 
around any detail of construction and the corrugations of 
adjoining sheets fit evenly, one in the other, making a 
weather-tight joint.

The Expert Examination of Asbestos Properties 
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Since we last sat down to chat with our readers about 
the market, many things have happened—the passing of 
the British Government into the hands of the Labor Party, 
the death of our honored statesman,, Ex-President Wood- 
row Wilson, the dropping of the French frane, the award- 
ing to Prof. C. H. Levermore of the Bok Peace Prize, the 
ups and downs of the Mellon Tax Reduction Plan—all 
heaving more or less influence on general business condi- 
tions. In spite of the general excitement, however, busi- 
ness goes on about as usual, and almost every comment we 
have read predicts better business as the future unrolls. 

All this. however, doesn’t have much bearing on the 
Asbestos Industry, nor does it tell us why some 
asbestos goods is being sold for two pins per pound (as 
some of our readers put it) so let us look at our own indus- 
try and try to read the signs of the times. 

Raw Material. 


A comment reaching us a week or so ago predicted 
prices steady until spring when, with some of the smaller 
mines starting ip again, a drop would occur. 

Within the last few days we have noticed a rising 
tendeney—slight, it is true, but we believe, indicative. The 
reason? Undoubtedly the closing of practically all of the 
smaller Canadian mines, coupled with the failure of Ben- 
nett-Martin. Also, we are inclined to think that inven- 
tories are rather low on raw material, since buyers have 
been holding off as long as possible, and now, at the first 
of the year, it is imperative that some arrangement be made 
for at least a part of their year’s requirements. This belief 
is borne out bv reports from the producers to the effect that 
an increase is noted in inquiries for Crudes and the longer 
fibres (an indication also of a picking up in the textile 
trade). 

Paper. 

The paper division can best be described, perhaps. by 
the word ‘‘hopeful.’’ There is a slight stiffening in price, 
altho not strong enough yet to tell whether it means a 
real advance or is simply a flutter. The manufacturers 
look for increased demand in the next month or two and 
are going ahead staunchly and unafraid.

The insulation market continues fairly active—prices 
are easing off a little. 

““While at the present time there is a lull in the 
market, things look brighter for future business’’ says 
Mr. Alvin M. Ehret, President of the Ehret Magnesia Mfg. 
Company, and backs up his prediction by calling attention 
to the big building program which will without a doubt 
start in full foree as soon as spring opens, and to the re- 
quirements of magnesia by Public Utilities for power house 
work. 

Spring will also see a resumption, in greater volume 
than ever before perhaps, of residence building, which will 


react favorably on the low pressure covering market. 
Textiles. 


While prices are very low in the Textile line, demand 
is improving a little, this being particularly indicated above 
in our discussion of the raw material market. If raw ma- 
terial rises, it should cause a rise in textile prices which 
we believe would have a salutary effect. 

New cuts in the Brake Lining market are causing 
some excitement. Prices are said to be at bottom. An ab- 
sence of orders is marked in the brake lining field at the 
present time, but this is not unusual at this season of the 
year. in fact is to be expected. Brake lining manufacturers 
look forward to a new record for 1924, basing their expec- 
tations upon the pleasant predictions of experts in the auto- 
mobile world. Numerous inquiries for samples and prices 
are being received. 

It is reported on good authority that a well known tire 
and rubber company has been making a survey of the pos- 
sibilities in the brake lining field with a view to entering 
that industry. Results to date have been rather discour- 
aging, however, and the tire concern is said to be hesitating 
before taking any action. 

Asbestos Shingles. 


The Asbestos Shingle could very appropriately sing 
the old song ‘‘ He’s crazy over me.’’ for everybody seems to 
be getting crazy over Asbestos Shingles. Numerous in- 
quiries have reached us from large contractors for the 
names of shingle manufacturers, evidently with a view to 
forming connections. Competition between the domestic 
and foreign makes is going to be rather keen, which re-

Our English correspondent in commenting on con- 
ditions in the Asbestos Industry, says: 

With the turn of the year there has been a slight, but 
perceptible improvement in the demand for asbestos manu- 
factured goods, due partly to the placing of large contracts 
for railway reconstruction by the British and Colonial 
Railways and to certain orders for new ships in the var- 
ious shipbuilding yards, combined with a slight improve- 
ment in the export trade. 

The railway reconstruction program involved a fair 
number of inquiries for asbestos mattress coverings, pack- 
ings and the like. Covering work in connection with the 
construction and extension of electric power stations has 
also shown ‘‘a certain liveliness. ’’ 

Despite the adverse exchanges and the continued un- 
settlement on the continent, inquiries on a fairly good 
seale have been forthcoming. Prices however are still on 
the downward grade and there is much competition for 
business, largely due to absurd prices being quoted by Con- 


tinental firms, mainly in Belgium and Italy. 
Summary. 


We believe the situation can be summed up best in the 
words of C. J. Stover, President of Consolidated Asbestos 
Limited, who says: 

“There is a ‘brighter’ feeling in the Industry.”’

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EDITORIALS 


Do You Like to Be Busy? 

All of us are prone to divide our fellowmen into two 
classes. 

For instance, the golfer automatically thinks of human 
beings as those who play golf and those who don’t. This 
isn’t so altogether brainless as it sounds. As a general 
thing golfers are more or less hail fellow well met with 
everybody. They like people and therefore appreciate the 
friendships which the golf course brings them. 

Again, the business man divides his fellows into those 
who are in business and the professionals. Or perhaps 
more specifically into executives and others. 

And the business class, or for that matter any other 
class, can be sub-divided into those who are busy and those 
who are not. The next question is—who are the busy ones? 

We once had a colored worker who moved so slowly 
that it seemed impossible to note his progress from one 
point to another, but he could accomplish more work in a 
given time than any other worker of our acquaintance. 
Likewise, we have known men who appeared to be tre- 
mendously busy but who never really accomplished much. 

Two distinct classes of busy men are those who love 
detail—and those who will not touch detail with a ten foot 
pole. The first class is never so happy as when ‘‘fussing’’ 
over details which could be looked after equally as well 
by a twenty-five dollar a week clerk. 

From our observation, an executive who loves detail, 
and insists on doing it, is never as successful as he who 
will not touch it. 

An executive who cannot turn over any of the routine 
matters which are constantly coming up for attention, to 
someone whose time is less valuable, can never accomplish 
what he should accomplish because he will never have 
time for it. 

Let us put that statement in a little different way. 
There are in the course of business numerous little things 
to be done, matters of routine, of figures, which must be 
done to keep the organization shipshape, but if the chief 
executive, or even one of the minor executives attempts to 
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do these many little things, they will miss the larger oppor- 
tunities. 

A certain man has the reputation in his office of never 
finishing anything himself. He conceives an idea, works 
it out far enough to see that it is worth while—then it is 
promptly handed over to someone else capable of handling 
it and apparently (but only apparently) he loses all 
interest in it, being occupied with a newer idea which 
takes all his attention. Such a course is only possible, 
however, when you know you have at hand the right kind 
of people to whom things of this sort can be turned over. 

It is well, once in a while, to ask yourself the ques- 
tion: ‘‘Am I too busy? Is there any part of my work 
which can be turned over to someone else who can do it 
just as well at a cheaper cost, and give me time to devote 
to more important work ?’’ 


Order. 


Judging by results, there are comparatively few peo- 
ple who really like order. Generally those things in our 
national life which are orderly were built, or laid out after 
the disorderly arrangement had been tried out in other 
places and led to confusion. 


Look, for instanee, at our older cities, with winding 
streets. Even many of the newer ones, growing up over 
night, are laid out along the lines of the cowpath. 

The usual procedure seems to be to go along in a 
disorderly way until conditions become unbearable, when 
someone steps in and tries to lessen the confusion by giving 
the particular affair of the moment some semblance of 
order. 

The traffic systems in the various cities and states are 
a good illustration. Rules vary so greatly that a driver 
from one state. while driving in another, may very easily 
commit an error which would subject him to a fine. And 
in the city the rules change so frequently that it is almost 
impossible for anyone to have full knowledge of them even 
tho a resident of the particular city. 

Philadelphia is rather notorious for its frequent chang- 
ing of traffic rules. And the residents are often fined for 
an error which two weeks before would not have been one. 
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But, after all. these many changes in rules are only brought 
about by the seeking of order—and the discarding of 
plans which are found not to give the desired results. 

It is generally this seeking after order that gives im- 
petus to trade associations. Uniform cost accounting, stand- 
ardization of product, co-operation, research work (to find 
definite basis for certain conditions) all are illustrations 
of the law of order. 

To bring order out of chaos in the asbestos industry 
may look to some like a Herculean task, but—if all will 
work together it can be done. There is one thing to re- 
member, however, and that is that only the highest good 
ean be obtained if all of the, industry participates. If 
YOU drop out or refuse to come in and put your shoulder 
to the wheel, no matter how big, or no matter how small 
your organization may be, nor how little figure it cuts in 
the industry, you can be a stumbling block in the path of 
those honestly working for the desired end.

Under the direction of Secretary Hoover of the De- 
partment of Commerce, much progress has been made 
during the past two years in stimulating more economical 
methods of manufacture and distribution in American 
industry. Secretary Hoover has appointed Mr. J. M. 
Weaver, General Sales Manager of the Keasbey & Mattison 
Company as his representative in the Asbestos Paper In- 
dustry to supervise this work. 

A conference will be called in a short time to consider 
suggested standards in the Asbestos Paper Industry and 
producers, consumers and distributors of these products 
will be invited to attend and express their opinion. Stand- 
ards suggested are the result of a preliminary conference 
held in Washington, November 2nd, and it is hoped that, 
by some proper standardization, unnecessary or little used 
sizes can be eliminated as stock sizes and that more economi- 
eal manufacture and distribution can thereby be obtained. 

The sizes recommended for adoption as standard are 
as follows: 

ASBESTOS PAPER— 

100 Ib. Rolls to be carried only in 36 inch widths. 

50 lb. Rolls to be carried only in 36 inch widths. 

No other size of roll to be standard. 

Weights of paper to be manufactured—8 Ib., 10 Ib., 14 Ib., 

1-16 in. and 1-8 in. 
ASBESTOS MILLBOARD— 

It is recommended that 42 x 48 inch millboard be the only 
stock size handled. 

It is recommended that the 3-16 inch and 3-8 inch thicknesses 
of millboard be eliminated as stock sizes. This leaves 
standard thicknesses 1-16 in. % in., in., and 

n. 

It has been the thought of the committee considering 
this matter that each standard be made to fit the needs of 
the consuming public as closely as is commensurate with the 
quantity supplied. Other, little used sizes would not be 
earried in stock, but supplied only on special order. 

While this work has been started by the Asbestos Paper 
Manufacturers Association, all manufacturers of these 
products have been asked to co-operate in order that action 
in the industry may be made uniform.

1 Figures somewhat old, but interesting, because of present Cyprus activities. 
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We are glad to report the strike of the Asbestos Workers in 
New England, settled satisfactorily to both sides. The work- 
men went out on Monday, January 7th, word of it having reach- 
ed us just a day too late to mention in the January issue. The 
matter was finally settled on Saturday, January 19th. 

The request of the Unions in Boston, Providence, Hartford 
and Springfield, which have recently formed what they call a 
New England Joint Conference, was for a uniform agreement 
from the New England employers covering these four locals, an 
advance in wages and a closed shop for the whole of New Eng- 
land. The employers agreed to all the points except the last 
one, they contending that since there were no unions in North- 
ern New England they should not be forced to employ only union 
workers in that section. The matter was finally settled by the 
signing of an agreement running until April Ist, 1925, providing 
for a wage of $1.10 per hour, and closed shop in all New England 
with the understanding that unions were to be established in 
northern New England as rapidly as possible. The whole strike 
was conducted with forbearance and courtesy on both sides. 


Many of our readers know, either personally, or by repute, 
Mr. John F. Green, who is carrying out extensive experiments on 
Asbestos Fibres On February 29th, Mr. Green will have the 
rather rare experience of being in his 84th year while at the 
same time celebrating his 21st birthday. We extend to Mr. 
Green our most hearty congratulations. 

Cyprus Asbestos Company, Limited, report that their esti- 
mated output for 1924 on their standard fibre, which we under- 
stand means “shingle stock,” is entirely sold. They expect to 
increase their capacity by the installation of new milling ma- 
chinery, however, and will therefore be in position to accept 
further contracts. 

It is reported that a delegation of Canadian mine owners 
recently interviewed the Hon. J. E Perrault, Minister of Mines, 
Quebec, for the purpose of protesting against the action of 
certain American mine owners, who, it was alleged, were dump- 
ing their surplus production on the Canadian market at very 
low prices, making it hard for the other mines to meet the 
prices and at the same time show a profit. The Minister of 
Mines promised to take the matter under consideration. 


E. V. Neelands, Assistant Mines Manager of Consolidated 
Asbestos Limited, has resigned to accept position as manager 
of the Keeley Mine of Silver Center, Ontario. 

“ASBESTOS” acknowledges with pleasure the receipt of 
a very useful pad of blotters from Becker & Haag, of Berlin.

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We have been interested in reading “A Short Statement on 
the Need of a Tariff and of a regenerated Agriculture in Great 
Britain,” written by Mr. Samuel Turner, of Turner Brothers As- 
bestos Company. Since Lancashire is the citadel of free trade 
in England, it demands a certain courage and frank facing of 
facts for a Lancashire business man to acknowledge his con- 
vertion to tariff reform. Our copy of this brochure will be 
gladly lent to anyone interested. 


Despite the fact that almost every day brings fresh rumors 
of a merger of Canadian Asbestos Mines, several higher up in 
the Asbestos Industry advise that nothing further has been done 
along this line since the falling thru of the proposed merger a 
few months ago, altho a merger of some of the smaller mines 
may go thru. 

Weather during January in the Canadian mining fields uas 
been very severe, the thermometer registering as low as 40 
degrees below zero. 


The South African dumping duty has been imposed on As- 
bestos Cement Sheets, Super Phosphates and Cement of Belgian 
manufacture, and Asbestos Cement Sheets of Italian manufac- 
ture.—Times Trade Supplement, January 12, 1924. 


Information contained in the following report on Mediterran- 
ean Asbestos Quarries has been received from several sources. 
We print it for what it is worth.—The early career of this com- 
pany has been a rather checkered one. The company owns leases 
of asbestos properties in Corsica, and after acquiring them dis- 
patched an expert to examine them. His opinion was unfavor- 
able but in spite of this, the majority of the Board decided to 
proceed with development work on the strength of the original 
report. The Chairman, Sir Lionel Fletcher, of Dalgety and Com- 
pany resigned in consequence, and also another member of the 
Board. It seems strange that an expert should have been sent 
out at all if no value was to be attached to his views, and stranger 
still that, since so serious a difference of opinion was shown 
to exist between him and the author of the original report, that 
difference was not either confirmed or dissipated by an inde- 
pendent investigation. The work thus far done has produced 
some results and trial millings have yielded what is claimed to 
be a marketable fibre, but these achievements, can hardly be 
taken to be absolutely conclusive. The extraction is done by 
a French company, which will not make up its books until the 
end of the year (1923). The British undertaking has therefore 
had no revenue yet from Corsica, and administration expenses 
here, less certain small credits, represent a debit balance of 
£5,300, which is carried forward. A half-interest has been 
purchased in two Italian asbestos quarries, and £2,500 has 
been paid on account of this acquisition. The company requires 
more working capital, but it is hoped to arrange for this with- 
out calling up the outstanding 5s. on the Preferred Ordinary 
shares. 


The new mill at the King Mine (Asbestos Corporation of 
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Canada) is being tuned up and some rock has been passed 
thru. 

After a connection of eleven years with the sales organiza- 
tion of Johns-Manville, Inc., Mr. Pierce F. Chartres has resigned 
as Albany District Manager in order to establish a sales engin- 
eering business for himself. Mr. Chartres proposes to repre- 
sent several manufacturers of power plant equipment, steam 
specialties, industrial appliances or labor saving devices, and 
he is interested in making connections with such manufacturers 
who have no sales representation in the Albany territory. 


We have recently seen two bulletins issued by the Philip 
Carey Company, giving various engineering data. These, we 
believe have been distributed to the engineering profession, by 
whom they should surely be appreciated. 

For instance, Bulletin No. 102 contains a table on “Heat 
Losses from Horizontal Bare Iron Pipes” in B. T. U’s, and 
another one worked out in dollars and cents, together with 
curves showing heat losses from bare iron pipes and from un- 
painted white canvas surfaces. The bulletins are put out in 
regular letterhead size, thus making them easy to file. 

The Beaver Mine (Asbestos Corporation of Canada) at Thet- 
ford Mines, has built a new dust chamber and is doing good 
work in collecting most of the dust which formerly was scat- 
tered over the town. 


It is reported that the net profits of Johns-Manville, Inc., 
for 1923, after taxes, were $3,078,928.00 equal to $12.31 a share 
on the outstanding 250,000 shares, against $2,129,878.00, or $85.19 
a share on the then outstanding 25,000 shares in 1922. In 1920 
the company’s profits were $3,569,229.00, equal to $142.77 a share. 

Sales in 1923 totalled $42,000,000.00, the largest since 1920, 
when a record total of $45,138,181.00 was reached. 


At the request of the Dept. of Commerce, A. A. Mowbray, 
Commissioner of the Asbestos Brake Lining Association, which 
today includes in its membership practically all of the worth- 
while manufacturers, is endeavoring to obtain production figures. 
This data should be forwarded promptly to the organization in 
question as it is the first step in the campaign for the elimin- 
ation of unnecessary sizes. 


An article on “The Influence of Glue on the Reinforcing 
Effect of Light Magnesium Carbonate in Rubber” by H. W. Greid- 
er of the Mellon Institute, of Industrial Research, appeared in 
the February number of Industrial and Engineering Chemistry. 

It is reported that a new sheathing paper for the insulation 
of walls and floors has just been invented. The material is 
called balsam-wool, and is made from sawmill waste of balsa 
wood, the wood being separated into its composite fibres, these 
fibres put thru a manufacturing process, from which they emerge 
as a coating on heavy paper, afterwards being coated with 
asphalt. 

That the brake lining manufacturers can and will co-operate 
is shown by the fact that the fourteen members of the national 
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association at their January meeting agreed to unite in issuing 
a standard data book containing 1924 statistics on the sizes of 
brake linings and clutch facings. This should result in a net 
saving of several hundred dollars to every participating member. 

The Asbestos Brake Lining Association also is on record as 
being in favor of having this information relating to current 
statistics compiled, revised and issued by Commissioner A. A. 
Mowbray. 

A meeting of the creditors of the Bennett-Martin Asbestos 
& Chrome Co., Ltd., was held on February 5th, for the purpose 
of deciding on future policy. 


John P. DuBois, Sales Manager of the Ehret Magnesia Mfg. 
Company, visited the Thetford Mining district the early part of 
this month (February). 


C. M. Stokes, Sales Manager, Norristown Magnesia & As- 
bestos Company, spent a few days in the Canadian Mining dis- 
trict recently.

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Prior to 1914, when the Canadian Mines had difficulty 
in making both ends meet, the relationship “Value 
Fibre Sold” to “Minimum Day Wage” roughly equalled 
18.7. This relationship, to 1920, was 22.3. The mines 
had therefore a margin of 16% over former conditions. 
This margin quite disappeared in 1921, 1922 and 1923; 
the latter year shows the relationship to be 11.7, or 
32% worse than in the years prior to 1914.
